Inaugural ‘Celebrating Community’ Function and Awards 



A celebration of community 
service took place at the 
University last Friday evening 
at a function hosted by the 
Chancellor Mr Michael Codd, 

AC. 

Over 140 people attended 
the inaugural event including: 
volunteers who work at the 
University’s Science Centre or 
Alumni second-hand bookshop, 
those involved in the Medical 
School’s Volunteer Patient 
Program, those who give up 
their time to serve on University 
committees, and those who help 
raise funds to support University 
cancer research. 

The ‘ Celebrating Community’ 
function also included the 
presentation of the 2007 
Chancellor’s Awards for 
Achievement in Community 
Service. 

Awarded for the first time this 
year, the Awards recognise 
the many and varied ways 
people are acting to support the 
University and their community. 
The Awards also recognise the 
service activity of individuals and 
groups in the local community 
as well as UOW alumni who 
are working tirelessly to enrich 
their local communities though 
voluntary community service. 

There were two award 
categories, each carrying a 
$2000 prize, one for alumni 
(graduates) of the University 
and one for general community 
members or groups. 

Paul Wand was named 
winner of the alumni category 
for his significant long-term 
commitment and contribution 
to disadvantaged Indigenous 
communities across Australia. 
During his career in mining and 
manufacturing, he has been 
regarded as one of the country’s 
pioneers in the field of assisting 


organisations to build respectful 
and mutually beneficial relations 
with Aboriginal communities 
across Australia and to meet 
their corporate responsibilities in 
this sensitive area. 

The lllawarra Cancer Carers 

were named the winner of 
the community category for 
their tireless support of cancer 
patients and their families in the 
lllawarra since 1991. In addition, 
since 2005 the group has 
donated more than $270,000 
to the University, allowing 
researchers to make significant 
progress and advancements 
in the search for an effective 
formulation for anti-cancer 
therapy.
